Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1919.  As 
you  are  aware,  copies  of  it  have  to  be  sent  to<  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  Gen¬ 
eral  is  5,513. 

BIRTHS. 

85  births  were  recorded  during  the  year,  82  being  legitimate 
and  3  illegitimate.  The  birth  rate  is  14.8  per  1  ,ooo,  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  m  191Q  being  18.5  per  1,000. 

DEATHS. 

59  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district;  in  addition  to 
these  14  residents  died  elsewhere. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  13.2  per  1,000,  the  death 
rate  during  1919  for  England  and  Wales  being  13.8  per  1,000. 

2  deaths  were  children  under  one  year.  The  infant  mor¬ 
tality  (or  rate  per  1,000  births)  was  23.5.  For  England  and 
Wales  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  89 
per  1,000. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  two  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year 
The  first  case  was  a  girl  aged  7  at  Grove-  She  had  been  go¬ 
ing  to  school  daily  to  the  town.  There  were  no  other  cases 
n  the  district.  It  was  a  severe  case  when  seen  and  as  there 
was  plenty  of  room  for  isolation  in  the  house,  the  parents  de¬ 
cided  to  have  it  treated  at  home  and  had  a  fever  nurse.  The 
case  did  well,  making  a  good  recovery,  although  the  convales- 
cense  was  somewhat  protracted.  No  other  cases  occurred 
in  the  house. 
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The  next  case  was  notified  from  a  large  house  used  as  a 
summer  residence  by  London  people.  It  was  from  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  Barley  End,  in  Pitstone,  on  the  boundary  of  the  coun¬ 
ty.  She  was  a  woman  of  45.  She  was  not  removed  to  Grove 
hospital,  and  made  a  good  recovery.  It  was  evidently  an  im¬ 
ported  case. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  the 
district.  On  May  5th  a  boy  aged  8J  was  notified  from  Ched- 
dington  and  removed  to  Grove  Hospital  where  he  made  a  good 
recovery.  It  occurred  in  a  cottage  in  the  Station  Yard,  the 
boy  had  been  attending  the  local  school.  There  were  no  other 
cases  in  the  district  and  as  there  were  four  other  children  in 
the  house  it  was  as  stated,  removed. 

The  next  cases  occurred  on  November  25th  from  a  canal 
Wharf  near  Pitstone  in  the  parish  of  Cheddington.  The  girl 
had  been  attending  the  school  at  Ivinghoe.  There  were  no 
other  children  in  the  house  and  the  parents  decided  to  have 
the  case  isolated  and  treated  at  home,  where  she  made  a  good 
recovery.  The  bedding  was  afterwards  brought  to  Grove  Hos¬ 
pital  and  stoved. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  a  boy  aged  4  from  Back  Lane, 
Ivinghoe,  when  staying  in  London,  was  sent  to  the  South 
Western  Fever  Hospital,  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  where 
he  died. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

On  May  /th,  a  boy  aged  six  was  notified  as  suffering  from 
enteric  from  Ivinghoe.  He  was  removed  to  the  Grove  Hos¬ 
pital  and  treated.  On  the  same  day  another  boy  aged  six  was 
notified  from  a  different  part  of  the  village  and  also  sent  to 
hospital.  On  the  15th  two  girls  were  notified,  aged  14  and 
1  5.  Both  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  on  the  1 8th  and 
19th  two  further  male  cases  were  notified,  aged  3  and  31  res¬ 
pectively,  and  sent  to  hospital.  They  all  made  good  re¬ 
coveries. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I  went  to  the  village  and  in¬ 
spected  all  the  milk  sellers  premises.  We  found  that  the 
cases  were  having  milk  from  different  supplies.  It  was  sug¬ 
gested  by  one  of  the  notifying  doctors  that  a  water  cress  bed 
was  the  cause.  Subsequently  the  County  Medical  Officer 
came  over  and  met  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  me,  when  we 
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inspected  the  water  cress  bed,  which  was  cleaned  out. 
Several  samples  of  water  were  taken  in  the  village  and  we 
found  that  there  had  been  cases  of  obscure  illness  with 
feverish  symptoms  in  the  village  a  short  time  previously.  One 
of  the  milk  sellers  had  a  case  in  the  house,  although  the  milk 
was  nowhere  near  the  patient-  When  the  disease  occurred 
we  took  the  precaution  of  stopping  the  sale  of  milk  and  there 
were  no  cases  traced  to  that  house.  A  number  of  leaflets 
were  issued  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  requesting  the  vil¬ 
lagers  not  to  eat  water  cress  and  to  boil  all  milk  and  water. 

MEASLES. 

A  considerable  number  of  cases  of  measles  occurred  all 
over  the  district.  They  were  mostly  of  a  mild  character  and 
no  deaths  occurred. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

A  case  of  phthisis  occurred  at  Slapton  in  a  man  aged  34, 
contracted  in  the  Army  and  subsequently  treated  at  a  hos¬ 
pital  by  the  Army  authorities  and  died. 

Another  case  occurred  at  Dagnall.  The  parents  did  not 
wish  the  case,  which  was  a  young  woman,  to  go  to-  a  sana¬ 
torium,  and  they  had  every  facility  for  treating  it  at  home. 

A  man  aged  25  was  notified  from  Wing,  he  had  contracted 
the  disease  on  service,  and  he  was  sent  to  the  Berks  and 
Bucks  Sanatorium.  A  visitor  from  London,  aged  17,  was 
notified  from  Littleworth.  It  should  be  stated  that  this  case 
had  come  into  the  country  to  recuperate  and  subsequently 
returned  to  London. 

A  boy  aged  8  was  notified  from  a  cottage  near  the  school 
at  Pitstone,  and  was  sent  to  a  sanatorium  and  afterwards  re¬ 
turned  home  apparently  cured. 

A  married  woman  aged  34  came  to  Slapton  suffering  from 
general  tuberculosis.  They  had  to  give  up  their  house  in 
another  district-  She  died. 

A  girl  aged  5  was  notified  as  suffering  from  meningeal 
tuberculosis  from  Wing,  where  she  died. 

A  case  of  a  girl  aged  7  years  was  notified  as  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  bronchial  glands  and  was  sent  to  the 
Berks  and  Bucks  Sanatorium. 
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INFLUENZA. 

During  the  past  year  influenza  has  not  been  nearly  as 
serious  as  in  the  previous  year,  although  there  have  been 
cases  and  four  deaths  occurred  directly  or  indirectly  from  this 
disease. 

One  case  of  malaria  occurred  at  Rowden.  The  man  had 
been  in  the  Army;  and  there  was  one  case  of  erysipelas  in  an 
elderly  man  at  Ivinghoe  Aston. 

A  considerable  number  of  cases  of  chicken  pox  occurred 
during  the  year  in  the  district  and  an  especially  large  number 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Wing. 

GROVE  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  eight  cases  were  treated  at  the  Hospital, 
all  making  good  recoveries.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever  came 
from  Lmslade.  One  of  the  blocks  at  the  hospital  has  been 
re-roofed.  The  drains  are  disinfected  frequently. 

An  ambulance  is  much  needed. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

At  Wing  there  is  a  public  supply,  the  water  being  obtained 
from  a  deep  well  in  the  green  sand  at  Linslade. 

Cheddmgton  also  has  a  public  supply.  Apart  from  these 
two  villages,  most  of  the  inhabitants  get  their  water  from 

wells- 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

At  Wing  many  of  the  houses  have  water  closets,  wth  water 
carriage  system.  The  scavenging  is  done  by  a  contractor 
for  the  District  Council  regularly  twice  a  week.  The  filter 
beds  are  on  the  west  side  of  the  village  and  are  working 
satisfactorily,  the  spare  ground  being  used  for  growing  man¬ 
golds. 

The  filtering  medium  has  been  reburnt  and  the  beds  re¬ 
charged. 

At  Cheddington  the  sewage  is  treated  by  broad  irrigation 
on  four  acres  of  ground,  and  the  ground  used  for  growing 
mangolds.  In  other  villages  the  houses  have  pail  closets 
which  are  regularly  emptied  and  the  contents  dug  into  the 
ground. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  7  registered  slaughter  houses,  being  2  at  Wing, 
1  at  Cheddington,  1  at  Ivmghoe,  1  at  Pitstone  and  2  at 
Edlesborough.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  46  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  Rural  District, 
representing  about  1,100  cows. 

The  sheds  are  principally  in  the  parishes  of  Souibury,  Wing 
and  Stoke  Hammond. 

The  milk  goes  chiefly  to  London  and  Aylesbury. 

GOVERNMENT  HOUSING  SCHEME. 

The  sites  of  all  the  houses  which  it  is  proposed  to  build  in 
the  various  parishes  have  been  approved. 

8  are  to  be  built  at  Cheddington;  at  Ivinghoe  (including 
Ivmghoe  Aston)  20;  Edlesborough  (including  Northall  and 
Dagnall),  8;  Wing,  18;  Marsworth,  6;  Pitstone,  6;  Souibury, 
6  and  Stoke  Hammond,  8.  There  are  1,623  dwelling 
houses  in  the  district,  1,445  °f  which  are  of  the  working 
class  type,  ranging  from  6d.  to  3s.  gd.  per  week  rent.
